The  Judges  will  meet  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  on  Wednesday 
morning,  October  18th,  at  9  o'clock,  to  receive  their  badges  and  books, 
when  they  will  proceed,  under  the  escort  of  the  Superintendents,  to 
their  respective  Divisions  to  examine  the  articles  on  exhibition.  They 
will  report  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  at  the  earliest  practicable  mo- 
ment. 

No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  Ji;dges  during  their 
adjudications. 

In  no  case  can  the  Judges  award  special  premiums,  but  will  recom-

The  Judges  may  withhold  premiums  when  no  article  of  a  cla.ss  is 
deemed  worthy  of  distinction.

The  book  of  Entries  will  be  opened  at  tlie  Secretary's  Office,  at  the 
Fail-  Grounds,  on  Tuesday,  October  15th,  and  all  persons  who  intend 
to  exhibit  horses,  cattle,  sheep  or  swine,  or  who  intend  to  offer  stock 
for  sale,  must  notify  the  Secretary  by  letter  of  such  intention,  on  or- 
before  tliat  day,  and  furnish  him  with  a  list  and  full  description  of 
such  stock,  that  arrangements  may  be  made  for  their  accommodation 
and  sale. 

All  Eqhibitors  who  intend  to  compete  for  premiums  must  become 
members  of  the  Society,  and  have  their  articles  entered  at  the  Secre- 
tary's office  and  on  the  grounds,  without  fail,  at  or  before  5  o'clock, 
on  Monday  afternoon,  October  14th.  This  regulaticn  as  to  memlier- 
ship  does  nat  apply  to  ladies  exliiljiting  in  Floral  Ilall. 
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All  premiums  awarded  by  the  Judges  or  Executive  Committee,  must 
be  claimed  within  thirtj'  days  or  lie  forfeited. 

Cards  denominating,  by  name  and  number  each  article  entered,  ■will 
be  furnished  exhibitors  by  the  Secretary,  and  must  'le  attached  to  the 
article  before  received  on  the  ground. 

No  article  entered  for  a  premium  can  be  removed  or  taken  away 
before  the  close  of  the  exhibition,  except  by  consent  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and,  in  every  case,  the  article  removed  will  be  refused  a 
premium. 

No  Exhibitor  will  be  permitted  to  enter  more  than  one  animal  in 
any  single  class. 

Food  for  animals,  when  duly  entered,  will  be  supplied  without 
charge,  by  the  Society,  to  exhibitors  or  their  representatives.
